SOIL EROSION 


The Agricultural Department of | 
The North-West Line Elevators Asso- 
ciation has just published a well- 
illustrated bulletin dealing with the | 
subject of water erosion of soils. Its 
purpose is to draw attention to a 
problem which has, to a large extent, 
been overlooked by the general 

blic. It has been easy to arouse 
c interest in the problem of soil | 
drifting, and control practices have 
met with a large measure of success. 
Water erosion may be quite as dam- 
aging as soil drifting on individual 
farms, but, since the injury to the 
soil is often less obvious, it is apt to 
be neglected. 

The bulletin is well illustrated and 
written in popular style. It deals ina 
general way with the causes of 
erosion, with the losses suffered, and 
wiih control measures. It contains 
seven excellent illustrations of fields 
in the Prairie Provinces which are 

ng serious damage. In addition, 
there are four pictures generourcly 
supplied by the United States Soil 
Conservation Service.
